Samuel Nightingale and “Babe" 


T he romance of the early history 
o-f the Dominion Express Com¬ 
pany, which started to serve the 
Canadian public in 1882 with one 
horse and a second-hand wagon, and 
the wonderful progress that has 
been made during the forty-four 
years of its existence, was recalled 
last week by the striking parades 
that were held simultaneously in the 
four biggest cities of Canada to cele¬ 
brate the Company’s, change of name 
to the “Canadian Pacific Express 
Co.” 


Whole fleets of motor express 
vehicles, of all types, including the 
new trailer, bearing in shining let¬ 
ters their newly assumed name made 
their way through the streets of 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver, on September first, when 
the change of name became effec¬ 


tive. But the horse-drawn wagons 
and ancient servants of the Com¬ 
pany were not forgotten; in Mont¬ 
real the parade was led through the 
principal streets of the city by 
Samuel Nightingale, who is com¬ 
pleting his 30th year in the service, 
driving “Babe," a remarkable little 
horse that has served the Company 
for 19 years and can still take the 
steepest hills on high. The wagon 
in which Mr. Nightingale was seated 
was put into the service in 1890 and 
is still on daily route. 

The Vancouver procession was led 
by the oldest pensioner of the com¬ 
pany in this district. Robert Mason, 
of North Vancouver, who joined on 
July 17, 1S8.9, and included the old¬ 
est double team wagon in regular 
use in the company’s business in 
Canada, driven by F. J. Everett, 
himself an old-timer of 26 years. 


Eddie Hand, leader of the parade at 
Toronto, was personally congratu¬ 
lated by W. S. Stout, President of 
the Canadian Pacific Express Com¬ 
pany, on his 41 years of continuous 
active service. 


Mr. Stout, who has been president 
for many years, was appointed sup¬ 
erintendent of the Dominion Express 
Company when it was incorporated, 
almost a half century ago with 
seven agencies and a territory of 
445 miles. To-day the service ex¬ 
tends over the breadth of Canada 
and to all parts of the world with 
something over 4700 agencies. 

In assuming a name that is more 
closely identified with ‘the parent 
transportation system, it is thought 
that the Canadian Pacific Express 
Co. will reap increased business in 
both Canada and in other countries.

OO-OPERATIVES 


A s Producers’ and Gontsunners’ 
Gov-operatives are developing rap¬ 
idly in Alberta, it might be of in¬ 
terest to compare the points of 
jsimjilarity and dissimilarity be¬ 
tween the two> activities. 

The first step our 'Co-operative 
takes is to bind the producing a- 
bility of every cmie of its members 
for a given number of years. If 
the Consumers’ Co-operative 
could bind the consuming ability 
of its mnemlb'ers along the lines it 
deals in such -as groceries, dry 
goods, hardware and oils, the 
problem of financing its business 
would be solved- for any house 
would be ready to lend on easy 
rates with such security- 

Another point of dissimilarity 
is that our Producers’ Go-operat- 
,ive do- not ask for one cent from 
the members at the time of sign¬ 
ing the contract , and the fee de¬ 
ducted from the proceeds of their 
produce is only a very nominal 
aimiount. This system; if it could 
be worked in a consumer’s Co-op¬ 
erative would simplify this diffi¬ 
culty. 

Then in the matter of reserves, 
our Producers’ Co-operative de¬ 
duct the amount they wish to re¬ 



tain from the amount standing at 
the credit of the member before 
paying' the member. If the con¬ 
sumes’ Co-ioperative could add to 
th e cost of the goods the amount 
they wished to retain for reserve 
before passing the goods over the 
counter, it would again simplify 
their problem, but the nature of 
the business does not permit this. 

There are tholse (who adversely 
criticize the Consumes’ Co-operat¬ 
ive as not being truly c°-operat- 
ive, but the plan generally fallow¬ 
ed in Alberta is the Rochdale plan, 
a system that has been tried for 
over eighty years and which 
grows in popularity as the years 
roll by 1 because it is) founded on 
sound economic principles. It is 
not out of place to quote them 
here:— 

(a) A fixed rate on capital in¬ 
vested, 

(b) After paying tall expenses 
an adequate amount be placed to 
reserve- 

(c) The surplus to be returned 
tot the patrons in proportion to- 
their patronage. These principles 
are followed by both Producers

HOW TO GET RID 

OF POULTRY WORMS

Poultry breeders in Saskatche¬ 
wan hav'e been puzzled to account 
for the fact that their flocks were 
so healthy under the primitive 
conditions prevailing when there 
were hardly any hen houses to be 
seen and hen s roosted in straw 
piles or found precarious perches 
in stables with the cattle, while 
now with large and well-built 
bouses of the most approved mod¬ 
els, their hens are attacked by 
various ailments unko'nwn in the 
early days. 

According t-ci the poultry au¬ 
thorities at the University and 
the Experimental Farms of the 
province, the only way to keep 
herns healthy is to keep- moving 
the hen houses -about or else elab¬ 
orately disinfecting them- It is 
a great deal easier and cheaper 
to build bouises on skids and shift 
take the precautions which would 
otherwise be necessary to prevent 
worms and other parasites from 
infecting the flock. 

Of lall the pests and parasites to 
which poultry are subjected, 
there is none which causes -greater 
loss than intestinal ^parasites in 
the nature of round worms and 
tape wonmis. It is apparent that 
as our poultry flocks become more 
birds kept on restricted areas, the 
danger -of worm infestation be¬ 
comes more and more apparent- 
and the lo-ss each year becomes 
more and more prevalent and 
widespretad. It is important, 
therefore- that every poultry 
keener ..studytJ mla iiAddem of 
worm infestation, learn the life 
history of the parasites and how 
thev mav be more effectively con-

Of all intestinal parasites the 
tap-’e iwtomns are the miost serious 
writes Harry Lewis, in the N. Y. 
World ; serious because they cause 
heavy losses and are extremely 
hard to eradicate when fowls are 
once infected. Serious also be¬ 
cause 'of the fact that a part of 
the life history -of the parasite is 
spnt in the ordinary fly, which is 
the means of transmitting and 
carrying the disease from place 
to; place- 

While it p)rob;a[bly if? impossible 
to eliminate 100 per cent, of the 
possbility c-f tape worm infes¬ 
tation on any -poultry plant, it is 
practical however, to f-ollw a few 
simple suggestins to. cut down 
materially the loss and dangers 
from these p-arasites. Following 
are a few simple methods which 
are recommended iby the New 
Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Station as effective control meas¬ 
ure to control! tape worm infesta¬ 
tion. 

Cleanliness Important 

First, it is suggested that the 
dropping boards should he clean¬ 
ed each day and just as early in 
the morning as possible- This re¬ 
moves any worm segments which 
may have been passed -off in- the 
dronning and uninfested' birds 
nicking them up, consuming them 
thus starting an infection in their 
own organs. 

-Secondly, it is strongly urged 
that old stock should not he al¬ 
lowed to range on the smme 
around as young stock. Likewise, 
care should be taken to- see that

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 


THE LEAN YEAR 


The farmers in the semi-arid 
districts -of the prairies know the 
importance of carrying over from 
a good crop some extra feed in 
case iolf -a| lean year. 'There is no 
difficulty in keeping grain indef¬ 
initely in well constructed bins, hut 
oat sheaves and hay are not so 
asily kept without considerable 
waste. 

Two medium sized trench silos 
on a farm would go a long way 
toward solving the roughage prob¬ 
lem. On silo could be kept full 
while feed was plentiful useing 
the oldest silage first each Winter 
and second silo would always be 
vailable in case of a poor crop 
year. 

If the trench sil-o is located in a 
well drained lot or ditched around 
the edge to prevent surface water 
from entering- the silage will keep 
indefinitely and la-ffords the suc¬ 
culence so valuable in the feed¬ 
ing of milch eows| during the win¬ 
ter and sheep at lambing time. 

The trench silo is not out -of 
reach of the average farmer- It 
ha;s been called the costless silo 
as it is free for the digging which 
only requires a short time with a 
plough and scraper. 

The sil-oi is more reaidily .packed 
if put through an ensilage cutter 
Ibut several farmers have report¬ 
ed success by cutting the hand on 


the sheaves and tramping the 
stalks iwfith -at horsle without the 
use of an ensilage cutter. 

Silage may be made frolm most 
-ainy green material such as sun¬ 
flowers, corn, oat sheaves- froiSted 
grain, dry corn fodder, weeds! or 
a; mixture -of all If any dry ma¬ 
terial is ensiled! it requires a good 
quantity of green, material with 
it or a small stream of water run 
into the blower while cutting. In 
dairy farming sections silo.sl are 
often filled several times during 
the year with various law grade 
feeds and after standing for 3 or 
4 -months the silage is ready for 
use. 

At the Scott Exprimental Farm 

sunflowers have proven to- be the 
moist satisfactory silage crop to 
grow- The chief point in their 
fajvor is that a -much greater ton¬ 
nage per acre may be produced 
than- from any other crop tested. 
In addition- to this they are more 
froisit hardy than corn. The three 
degrees of frost registered at 
Scott o;n August 8th killed most 
of the leaves -on the corn- but sun- 
flowrs in the same field suffered 
very little dlamiage alnd made a 
good growth before being cut on 
September 11th. If Sunflowers a-re 
deeded with oats in rows fairly 
thickly the crop can usually be 
cut, with the grain hinder.

some of the young birds do not 
fly oVer the fences and range with 
he old bird's. Such a practice 
means the passing on of the par¬ 
asite to th e young stock- A few 
chicks becoming this affected 
may in turn infect an entire range 
'This suggestion, simply calls, force¬ 
ful attention to the poor practice 
of allowing growing chicks and 
old 'birds to cqme in any kind of 
contact, whatsoever. 

Thirdly, it is suggested that 
manure pile should be screened 
in againslt flies, and i s very desir¬ 
able thiait. tin- oultry manure be 
moved off the farm just as soon 
as possible Where it is not taken 
off the farm- it should be spread 
on fields solme distance from the 
young stock and on fields where 
the young stock do not range. 
The poultry mlamure should be 
plowed under promptly. 

Lastly, the recommendation is 
made that breeding places for 
flies should be eliminialted around 
the poultry plant- Cleanliness in 
all operations mUst be the key- 
si,ote to successful eradication

tract. This emergency cwnsiss of 
giving them a, moist mash at ten 
o’clock in the morning, tobacco 
tea. This is (made by boilling to¬ 
bacco; stcr.% or leaves in water 
about two hours, -and mixing the 
tlie moist mash with the concen¬ 
trated tobacco juice which is ex- 
tratted. One pound of tobacco 
leaves or stems should he bodied 
to inlakle tea sufficient for TOO hens 
The birds should be given no feed 
Whatsoever the morning they are 
to be treated- ’The moist mash, 
mixed crumbly with the tobacco 
tea should be fed about ten 
o’clock. This contains nicotine 
which paralyzes; the worm s and 
causes them to release their hold 


utting into the regular dry miash 
of the affected flock about 2 per 
cent- of tobacco dust. This tobac¬ 
co dust mash should he kept con¬ 
tinually and will help to 1 -bring 
about the complete elimination of 
the parasites.—The Saskatche¬ 
wan, Farmer-

Follow With Salts 

The feeding ,of this tobacco 
mash should be followed up in 
about five hours with a moist 
mash mixed; with a istolution of 
Ejpsom salts made by dissolving 1 
one pound of salts toi each 100 
birds to be treated. This salts 
hash causes the birds to void the 
loosened worms, and it is given at 
such a time that it becomes effec¬ 
tive during the night. 'The drop¬ 
ping boards should; be cleaned the 
first thing in The morning toi re¬ 
move the worms voided. Care 
should be taken to give these two 
feeds about the time specified in 
order that they may be most ef¬ 
fective.

The second type of infection is 
the so-called round worms. There 
arc a number of species of this 
particular pest- but they are all 
more or less similar; being whit¬ 
ish in color; varying in length 
frota one inch to two inches 
slightly tapering at each end. 
These wbrnis in a heavy infesta¬ 
tion completely fill the intestinal 
tract, absorbing all the nutriment 
jfrcm the food, causing the bird! to 
become thin, emaciated, ’pale, and 
oftimes paralyzed. Death follows 
from utter starvation. The treat¬ 
ment for worms, and especially 
round w:o,rmi|S, also taple worms, al¬ 
though not so, effective in the 
case of tape worms, is, divided in¬
